LITTLE TURTLE VS. HARMAR 
AND ST. CLAIR 
O 
NCE upon a time George Wash­ 
ington flew Into a towering rage. 
News of the defeat of Gen. Arthur St. 
Clair had Just been brought to him. 
Striding up and down in his office 
Washington stormed to his secretary: 
“My last words to him were, ‘Beware 
of a surprise!’ 
And now he haa al­ 
lowed that fine army to be cut to 
pieces and his soldiers butchered!” 
Had bis excellency told the unfor 
túnate general that he was being Sen 
against the craftiest and most oner 
getic Indian leader In the country 
Little Turtle (Michtkiniqua), chief oi 
the Miamis, the result might have; 
been different. 
At the dose of tbe Revolution, an- 
efforts to pacify the tribes in Ohio and 
Indiana having failed, the government 
sent an army of 1,600 men under Gen. 
Joeiah Harmar against the confedera­ 
tion of Miamis, Wyandottes, Pottawa.tr 
mies, Ottawas, Shawnees, Delaware 
and Chippewa* led by Little Turtle. 
The next year Washington sent Si 
Clair. Little Turtle launched a fur 
ous attack upon the general’s cam* 
early one morning and forced him t 
retreat. The retreat became a ron. 
For four miles the screeching savage* 
raged at the heels of the stampedec 
army. Then Little Turtle stopped tb« 
pursuit. 
“We have killed enough

the white men. 
Let us now divide 
the spoils ” he said. Next to Brad- 
dock’s defeat, St. Clair’s was the worst 
in the history of our Indian wars. He 
lost 680 kHied, 280 wounded and all of 
bis suppHfs. 
Then ‘'Mad Anthony” Wayne tool 
the field and offered the Indians etthex 
peace or war. Little Turtle counselled 
peace. 
“We have beaten the enemy 
twice, but we cannot expect the samf 
good fortune to attend us always,” h* 
toid his warriors. “The Americans ar* 
now led by *Black Snake,’ the cbiel 
who never sleeps. Something whisper* 
to me that it would be well to listen 
to his offers of peace.” 
One of the chiefs accused Little Tur 
tie of cowardice. Stung by the unde­ 
served charge, the Miami chieftain con­ 
sented to attack Wayne. 
His fears 
were Justified fop “Black Snake” de­ 
feated them so badly at tbe Battle of 
Fallen Timbers in 1794 that'the next 
year they sued for peace. 
When Little Turtle signed the Treat j 
of Greenville, he said, “I am the la* 
to sign It and I will be the last to breai 
it.” He kept his word. After that h* 
led hi* people in the ways of peace am 
worked for their betterment.
